THE EASTERN OUTLOOK. 

Russian and German Warships Oath 
erlngr in Japanese Waters— 
The Situation Ominous. 



Japan Has Abandoned Her Demand 
for Territory on the Leaotongr 
Peninsula. 



Lscroew and Golf sticks »t Fox's. * 



Yokohama, May 6.— The Japanese privy 
council and head ofHoials of the government 
have been hnrriedly summoned to Kioto In 
order to attend the mooting to-morrow at 
headquarters. The vessols of aevoral pow- 
ers are fast assembling hero. The situation 
is regarded as ominous. Already eight 
Russian warships, including three torpedoes, 
havo gathered horo and more are expeoted. 
In addition anothor British, Fronoh, and 
Amerioan and two Gorman warships havo 
arrived. 

Viceroy Li Hung Chang has been appoint- 
ed ChinoBO envoy to exahango ratifications 
of the poaoo troaty, whioh is oxpectod to 
occur at Chofoo to-morrow instead of 
Wednesday as at first proposed. Frequent 
cabinet meetings attended by all the Japan- 
ese ministers are being held at Kioto. 

No official notification has been received 
here of tho ratification by tho Emperor of 
China of the troaty of peace arranged be- 
tween China and Japan. Reports from 
many sources confirm tho statement that tho 
treaty has been ratified. Count Myogi, 
secrotary-gonorul to the Japanoso counoil of 
ministers, has arrived at Fort Arthur and 
will prooeed to Chefoo, where the ratifica- 
tions of the treaty of peace aro to bo ex- 
changed. 

Tho Chinese peace envoys havo left Taku 
for Chefoo, whero tho ratifications of the 
treaty of peace, arranged between China 
and Japan, are to bo exchanged on Wednes- 
day next. It is reported Li Hung Chang 
has beon degraded. 

PARIS, May 6 — The Figaro, commenting 
on tho state of affairs in the far East, says 
this morning : "Although the situation 1b 
grave tho bombardment of the Japanese 
coast by tho Russian and Gorman fleets is 
not expeoted. ^Negotiations do not|procoed 
easily." 

Tho Japanese minister here has informed 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Hanotaux that 
deferring to the friendly advice of Russia, 
France and Germany, Japan has renounced 
its claim to a permanent poesesBion of tho 
Liao Tung poninaula, including Port 
Arthur. 

Sr. Petersburg, May C —The Journal de 
St. Petersburg Bays that Japan, in oonfor- 
mity with the advice of Russia, France and 
Germany, renonncoa her olaim to Feug Tin. 

Toulon, May 6.— The Frenoh oruiserB 
Sfax and Cocllle will accompany the Frenoh 
cruisers Tago and Suchet to tho China seas 
to-day. They were loaded yesterday with 
ammunition and provisions. 

Berlin, May 6;— The Chineae government 
haa informed the government of Germany 
that in accordance with the advice of the 
powers the Japanese havo relinquished their 
claim to the Laio Tung peninsula under the 
treaty of Shimonoseki. 

St. Petersburg, May 4.— A semi-official 
statement haa been ieaued here, dealing at 
length with the situation of affairs in tho 
far East. It declares that the maintenance 
of the atatus quo on the Chinese mainland 
la a political necessity. Whatever the issue 
of tho prcsont struggle, a realization of Jap- 
anese claims would entirely abolish the 
fiotitious indopondenco of tho Koreana and 
place in Japan's hands the key to China's 
capital. Moreover, Russia and Franco 
would be compelled in their own intorost to 
ward off their frontiers any cause for per- 
manent uneasiness or serious crisis. Tho 
statement says Germany has her commerce 
in thoao regions too much at heart to see 
without misgivings German conimoroial 
houses exposed to continual disturbance. 
These three powerB, which havo communi- 
olted thoir viewa to Tokyo, and know how 
to enforce respoct for them, do not intend 
to deprive Japan of thejf ruits of hor victory, 
but her civilizing progrosa will sooner or 
later bo roenacod with destruction unices it 
is based upon the principles on which rest 
the conoord of civilized nationB. 

Paris, May 4.— Tho Japanese-minister, in 
an intorviow in the Figaro to-day, is quoted 
as saying that tho intorvontion of other 
powers in t ho arrangements forpeace orrived 
at botwoon China and Japan is only a small 
difficulty. China, ho adds, has every in- 
terest to ratify and loave Japan to arrange 
matters with tho European powers. Tho 
minister also said the Japanese most desire 
tho payment of tho indomnity and tho com- 
mercial concessions upon tho part of China 
to Japan. 

Tho Journul des Debats learns from on 
authentic source that Japan has docided to 
abandon hor demand for territory in tho 
Leaotong poninsulu, oxcept Port Arthur, in 
roturn fur compuiiBation olsowhoro. 

Japan's answor to tho protest mado by 
Russia, Franco and Gormany has beon 
mado. Tho officials will not discloso the 
toxt, but thoBe who hod expeotod Japan to 
yiold aro surprised at the answer. 

SHANOILM, May '1 — In occordonco with a 
special imperial ediot issued to provent tho 
possibility of tho Japanoso entoring Peking, 
tho Chinoso havo out tho river embank- 
ments noar Poking. Milos of torritory have 
been flooded and hundreds of Chinese 
drowned. 

Tho British minister to China, M. N. R. 
Connell, has gono to Poking to tnuko an at- 
tempt to rooover from tho Chinese govern- 
ment arrears of pay due foreigners aorving 
in tho Chinoso army before tho outbroak of 
hostilities. It is roported that tho Tien- 
tsin-Gorman syndicate whioh took up tho 
indomnity, failod in its negotiations with 
China and tho HoDgkong and Shanghai 
bank in making arrangements for tho loan. 

Skatti>:, May 4.— R. J. Kirby, a mor- 
ohantof Tokio, Japan, who arrived in thia 
city on Thursday, aftor a residence of 
twenty-six years in Japan, says the people 
aro vory much dated over their great vic- 
tories, and now that they havo won that for 
whioh they have fought so hard, will not 
allow aDy interference from an outside 
oountry with the treaty settlomenb with 
China. Should Germany, Franco or Russia 
attempt to interforo, Mr. Kirby beliovea 
that Japan will quickly show fight. Tho 
Japanese, he says, were shoakod and hum- 
iliated by the shooting of Li Hung Chang, 
who, thoy think, la the only good Chinaman 
in all China.

'FRISCO'S CHURCH MURDERS. 

Durrant Taken to the County .tail— Interview 
With Mr. Vogel, a Trustee 
of the Church. 

. San Francisco, May 5.— Adolph Oppen 
helm, an important witness in the Durranb 
case, aaid in an interview that he is poaitlvo 
both aa to the man and the ring offered him 
for sale. He soya the defence oannot shake 
hla toatlmony, as the ring has certain un- 
mistakable peculiarities to jewellers, and he 
oould identify Durrant anywhere. Police 
Judge Conlan yesterday aignod a commit- 
ment transferring Durrant from the city 

Erison to the county jail. The cell to which 
lurrant has been assigned ia that occupied 
by nearly all the murderers whoBO crimes 
havo beon notorious in San Francisco during 
the past fifteen years. 

Seattle, May 5,— A. B. Vogel, father of 
Dr. Vogel whoso house was visited by Dur- 
rant after ono of tho murders, haa been in- 
terviewed here, although previously he had 
fought ahy of nowspapor men. Ho is a 
trustoo of the church, and boing intimately 
acquainted with Miss Limont and fairly bo 
with Durrant, is in a position to know a 
great deal of tho inside history of this most 
remarkable case. In answer to questions he 
said : I have steadily refused to bo inter- 
viewed, although I have beon quoted with- 
out my consent. I Bupposo I shall be callod 
to tostify In tho higher court and conse- 
quently don't desire to say anything. I do 
not have any hesitation in aoying I believe 
Theodore Durrant guilty of the murdera of 
Minnie Williams and Blanohe Lament. 
What haa come out ia the San Francisco pa- 
pers has been generally oorreob, but it is safe 
to say Chief Crowley has nob let all his evi- 
dence come out for the publio to scan and 
the defence to chew up. I onn also Bay that 
Rev. Dr. Gibson is a fine man and enjoys 
my full confidence. He arrived at my house 
the night that Minnie Williams was killod 
at exactly 7:45 o'clock. I am positive that 
the minister was perfectly oalm. You want 
to know when Durrant came ? Well, I can 
tell you that to a certainty, beoauso I turn- 
ed the lever that opened tho door to let him 
in, but my son, the doctor, camo just then 
and took charge of him, It was 9:30 o'clock 
when tho boll rang. 

" What oan you Bay personally of Durrant, 
Miaa Williams and Miss Lamont V 

" Well," replied Mr. Vogel, " I knew 
Durrant three years, but only casually. 
With Miaa Williams I was woll acquainted 
for aix yeara. She waa a splondid girl, and 
her good charactor was unquestioned. MUa 
Lamont waa known to mo for only six 
months, bub in that time I gained a good 
opinion of hdr." 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Conference Between the Heut.-Governor and 
the Premier — No Further 
C . Indian Trouble. 

Winnipeg, May 6 — (Spoolal)— The Tri- 
bune to-night saya : " Premior Greenway 
spent several hours this morning with His 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor. Many sur- 
miaea are hazarded as to the objeot of this 
conference, but it Is the general impression 
that the aubjeot of compromise in connec- 
tion with the achool qneation was broached." 

Lieut. -Governor Mackintosh and Senator 
Lougheed passed through tho oity to-day 
for tho WeBt. The Lieut. -Governor said 
Lord Aberdeen had promised to oome Wost 
to open the Regina exhibition In July. 
Being interviewed regarding the grant to 
tho Hudson Bay railway, Senator Loug- 
heed Bald he doubted Ivery much whether 
tho proposed grant would pass the Senate, 
let alone the house. 

Orders were not received hero from Otta- 
wa, aa previously telegraphed, to hold 
troopa in roadinoaa to proceed to the North 
Dakota boundary to protect the Bottlers 
from marauding Indians. Lieut.-Col. 
Holmes, D A.G., was merely taking pre- 
cautionary measures so th&b the troopB 
would be ready In very Bhort order if re- 
quired. The arrest of tho ringleaders in 
North Dakota yeaterday haa dispelled any 
feara of an uprlaing in the Turtle moun- 
tains, 

All the journeymen plumbers of the city, 
except those under contract, quit work on 
April 30 in consequenco of the refusal of tho 
employers to incruaso thoir wages to S4 50 
a day and reduce tho number of working 
hours per day from ton to nine hours. They 
had boon working ten hours a day and wore 
paid at tho rate of 40 cents an hour or $4 
por day, so that tho proposal over which tho 
troublo has occurred means an inoroase of 
90 cents a day. Tho employers say they 
will nob agree to any such arrangement, 
and unless the men roturn to work thoy 
will mako the walkout a lookout and bring 
in now men. 

Throe train loads of cattle wero shippod 
oast to-day, making a total of over 10,000 
already exported this year. 

There is still no trace of Mohl, the hotel 
porter who disappeared just after coming 
into possession of a small fortuno. 

Hon. R. Watson, minister of public 
works, has returnod from Toronto. 

BEHRING SEA PATROL. 

Vessels Which Comprise the United States 
Fleet— Tho 3amo Regulations as 
Lust Year. 

Port Townsend, Moy 5. — Final Bailing 
ordors camo to Captain C. L. Hoopor, com- 
mander of tho Bobring sea rovenuo forco, 
yesterday afternoon, ordering tho fieot to 
proceod to sea. The outtors begin leaving 
to-morrow. Tho patrol consists of the 
Richard RubIi, Corwin, Boor, Commodore 
Perry, and probably tho Grant, The Boar 
will asaiBb in polioing the North Pacific 
ocean and tho Bohring sea until July 1, 
when sho will sail from UnalnBka for tho 
Arotic ocoan and join tho whaling fleet. 
Othor cutterB will then bo drawn into 
Bchrlng sea, and togothcr with tho British 
warship Phoasant, which will probably bo 
reinforced by tho Nymphe, sealing interests 
can bo properly proteotod. Commandor 
Hoopor says his instructions aro to onforoo 
tho samo regulations as provailed last year. 
Ho apprehends fow If any seizures, saying 
that uoaling vessel ownors have finally 
realized that both tho American and 
British gnvornmonts are in earnest in enforo- 
Ing tho ruloB restraining certain kinds of 
sealing in proteoted zinos.

London, May 6. — The parliamentary aeo- 
rotary of tho oolonial ofrioe, Mr. Sydney 
Buxton, in the Houso of Commons this 
afternoon, said no request had been re- 
colvod from Canada to call a conference of 
the different British colonios in order to dis- 
cuss tho details of tho laying of the proposed 
Pacific cable. 

John Burns, M.P., labor leader, during 
tho course of hia speooh at the Labor Day 
demonBtrotion in Hyde Park, was greeted 
with groans and cries of " Why didn't yon 
support Kier Hardio." "Traitor." Reply- 
ing to the outbreak of disapproval Burns 
said : " If you don't want to hoar me, I will 
go home." This waa followed by cries of 
"Go home." " You aro no workingman." 

Tho Btoamor Tartar Prince from Buenos 
Ayres arrived ab Southampton last night 
with Jabez Spencer Balfour, ex-M.P., ex- 
tradited from the Argentine ropublio. 

Mr. Gladstone In a letter to Francis Soy- 
mour Stevenson, chairman of the Anglo- 
Armenian Association, Bays the conduct of 
the Sultan and the Turkish government in 
the Armenian question is worse than their 
conduct regarding Bulgaria in 1870. 

A portion of the German press comment 
on the warfare on the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, because of Its successful manipula- 
tions in raising the prico of petroleum, 
which has risen 50 per cont. within three 
months, and is now 15 cents a quarb at re- 
tail. The Kreuz Zeltung and other papers 
call upon the government to take stops to 
prevent auoh proceedings. , 

The St. James' Gazette saya the differ- 
ence of opinion in the cabinet aro due to 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt desiring to 
have the local option bill brought up for 
second reading, bocauBO aeveral Liberals 
will vote against the bill, and it ia conse- 
quently expected that the government will 
bo defeated in the divielon. Even the most 
Banguine Bupportora of tho measure connb 
upon a majority of only eight. 

A dispatch from Bir, capital of the Khan- 
ate of that name, situated somo 45 miles 
south of Chitral, aays that U'mra Khan ia, 
with many of hia followers, at ABtna, some 
50 miles aouthweat of Bir. The report that 
he was a prisoner at Jalabid, Afghanistan, 
ia false.

— Goorge 
Oillo's machine shop and foundry, owned by 
Messrs. Hogan nnd Leggltt, of Montreal, 
and operatod by Wright & Dunningham, 
was burned early thia morning. Loss, §10,- 
000 ; insurance, S4.000. 

Geleiit, May 6 —A building, the upper 
portion of which was ocoupied by Stewart 
Herroc, and bb a storehouse by W. F. 
Ritchie, was burned yesterday. The Grand 
Trunk station was saved by a congregation 
coming out of church, forming a pail bri- 
gade and fighting vigorously with tho flames 
for three hours.

It 
consists of a largo log house and a log barn. 
Thn Indians kept scouts and piokets out. 
Fresh arrivals have been coming in all after- 
noon, Thero wero 207 of them this after- 
noon when the messengor left, but largo 
numbers oame in from tho north during tho 
evening, well provisioned. Marshal Cronan 
sent them a meesage warning thorn of 
tho consequences of further resistance 
and nekiDg whether thoy intended 
to reslBt tho arrest of tho men with them 
for whom he had warrants. In roply they 
Invited Cronan to como with his men with- 
out arms, and tolling him to wait till they 
got an answer from tho Great Father. A 
messenger sent by Agent Hall from the re- 
servation says Llttlo Shell and a good sized 
band Intend leaving at onco to join tho In- 
dians. Other reservation Indians have hold 
aloof, but tho refusal of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to allow troops to bo sent has added 
strength to Littlo Sholl's argument that tho 
United SlateB could not do anything to pun- 
ish them. It is roported that Gabriol Du- 
moct, Rial's lieutenant, has joinod them, 
but this is not confirmod. Many of tho hoB- 
tiles served under Dumont In tho North- 
west Canadian robellion yoars ago. Part of 
tho deputies wero Bont baok to Rolla to 
guard against a raid thoro. Marshal Cronan 
has posted sentlnols hore.

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BEPLY TO THE ADDEESS. 



Senator Macdonald on the Trade Qnes' 
tious— Cause of the Decline 
in Revenue. 



The School Matter - Death of 
John Thompson— The Gov- 
ernor's Visit. 



Sir 



Dnring the couree of the debate on the 
address in the Senate Hon. Mr. Macdonald 
(B.C.) said : 

I do not Intend to refer to all the para- 
graphs In the address, bat I wish to say a 
few words on two or three of the subjeote 
dealt with by HU Excellency. Although It 
has been customary for the loader of the 
house and the loader of tho opposition to 
monopolize the expression of their approval 
of tho speech* delivered by tho mover and 
seconder of tho address yet, on this oo- 
cusion, I wish to depart from that custom, 
and express my admiration for tho speech 
of the hon. gentleman from Piotou, which 
was cauohed in the most perfoot and appro- 
priate language, and also tho ploasure with 
which I listened to the speech of the hon. 
gentleman fr»m Prince Edward Island. In 
addition to tue oloquenco which thoy dis- 
played there in another phaeo of their 
Bpeeohos to which I wish to oall attention. 
The speech from tho throne generally con- 
cludes with on invocation for divino guid- 
ance in the proceedings of parliament, and 
very ofton that paragraph is paBscd over 
lightly by movrrs and aeoondera ; but on 
this ocoaaion both of theoe hon. gentlemen 
referred to that paragraph in tho moBt rev- 
erential and solemn maimer. In days euoh 
as wo livo in, it ia g ati/yiog to find Borne 
who have oonviotiuns and who havo the 
courage of their convictions. I do not in- 
tend to follow every paragraph of the 
speech of His Excellency. 

On the trade question I will Bimply place 
one or two economic facts before the honor- 
able tho leader of the opposition, who has 
made extraordinary statements on the sub- 
ject. Is is well known that food and pro- 
ducts of all kinds havo not been so oheap 
for the last forty years in Canada, the Unit- 
ed States and England as dnring tho last 
year. It ia also known that there are more 
hungry, idle, unemployed poople in these 
countries at present than there have been 
for years. What beneBt is it to the farm 
laborer in England if foreign and colonial 
wheat, beef, cheese and butter are oheap if 
he cannot earn a day's wages '! What bene- 
fit is it to the Manchester cotton spinnor, 
and weaver, if imported American oottons 
are cheap, if his own factory gives him work 
and wages for only threo days out of 
eix 1 Whs/, benefit is it to tho Iron workers 
of Sheffield, Newcastle, Birmingham and 
Glasgow if foreign iron is oheap if they are 
working on half time 1 The hon. gentleman 
from C-Jtawa says : lower tho duly and you 
will increase the revenue, but he failed to 
ahow how that oonld be done. England is 
held up by that gentleman and otherB as 
having the model finanolnl and commercial 
syatem of the world. DoeB she lower her 
taxation when inoreaBed revonue is required? 
Just the contrary ; Bhe at onoe raises her In- 
come tax — and this very year it is higher 
than it has been, except when war was go- 
ing on. Anyone who tries to show that the 
polioy pnraued there oould be adopted 
here, ia very much at fault In his political 
economy. (The conditions of the two conn- 
trios are entirely different. England has 
large accumulation of wealth, with abund- 
ance of oheap labor, cheap coal and iron, 
and large fleets of chips on every sou carry- 
ing her products hither and thither. This 
country 1b young, comparatively without 
capital, labor is dearor, ooal and iron are 
dearer — there can be no comparison between 
the two oountriea. Tho hon. gentleman 
from Shell B'.ver in hla efforts in behalf of 
froe trade, haa made a very strong ease for 
the National Polioy. He has shown that 
one hundred millions of dollars annually are 
paid out in wagea by manufacturers. Is not 
that largo sum, spent amongst tho laboring 
population of this country, a great boon to 
them? Wero it not for the moderate pro- 
tection afforded the industries of this coun- 
try, that large sum now expended for wagea 
would bo paid in other oountriea manufac- 
turing for our wants, and not paid in Can- 
ada. Tho hon. gentleman haa also shown 
the enormouB volume of annual production 
of commoditiea, over $100,000,000. Just 
think of the wealth and coDsuming power of 
this country to be ablo to absorb auch an 
immense value in addition to our annual im- 
portation of about $120,000,000 Then, 
again, look at the large amount of wealth 
kept in tho country by rouBon of this homo 
production. 

One can readily understand why a declino 
may take place in our imports and revenue, 
when we have so large a quantity of homo 
production to supply our wanta. As a mat- 
ter oi courso, tho more we supply our home 
market with our own manufactures, tho less 
wo require to Import, and tho less will be the 
revenue from importations. So that botoro 
very long other sources of rovonuo may havo 
to bo looked for. 

With regard to the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, I am folly convinced that an injustice 
bae been dono tho minority which should be 
and I hope will be rectified. A prescribed 
right oxercisod for twonty yoara has been 
ruthlossly t&kon away from tho minority, an 
aot not to tho credit of tho Grit government 
of Manitoba. My voice and my vote will 
go for justice to tho minority. 

I have to oxprena on bohalf of tho peoplo 
of British Columbia tho groat pleasuro we 
had in i ho visit of the Governor General and 
Hor Excellency tho Countess of Aberdeen 
last winter. Everywhere they received a 
moBb enthusiastic and loyal reception, and 
thoy endoarod themselves to all with whom 
they oamo in contact. During tho whole of 
their stay at Victoria they worked incessant- 
ly attonding meetings of school ohildrer, 
charitable and other institutions, apoaking 
kind, useful and encouraging words where- 
ever they went. Wo earnestly hopo Thoir. 
Excellencies will repeat thoir visit, I now 
paBB to a darker side of tho picture Few, 
if any publio men have died in Canada whose 
losu lias boon so muoh felt and lamented aa 
that of Sir John Thompson. Thoeo who carre 
in contact with him could nob holp being 
impressed with hia fairness, his high senso 
of justice, and Integrity. Modest in his de- 
meanor, ho was always courteous, oivil and 
kind. I often noticed that, although leader 
of tho Houso of Commons, ho very soldom 
spoko, and novor Bought to impress his own 
superiority ; but when ho did Bpeak, his 
words carried with thorn quaai-jndicUl 
weight, whioh gained tho respect and con- 
fidence of his political opononts as well an 
his own friends. The hon. gentloman from 
Ottawa has expressed hia condolence In very 
considerate and appropriate language. Ad- 
vancing from a humble position In Ufo by 
his indomitable perseverance, to tho high 
and honorable position ho occupied in tho 
conncll of tho country, and in the hoarts of 
tho peoplo, tho life and progrosa of Sir John 
Thompson may woll be emulated by the 
young men of thla Dominion.

BE DUTY ON FRESH SALMON. 

To the Editor :— Hoving hoard that by 
a recent disousaion of a United States oourt, 
foreign fresh fish, inoluding salmon, are now 
being admitted into that oountry free of 
duty, we wrote Hon. J. C. SaunderB, collec- 
tor of ouBtoma at Port Townaend, to inquirB 
whethor euoh was the oaBe or not, and tho 
following reply from that gentleman olearly 
shows auch to be tho oaao : 

" Office of tfie Collector, 
" Port Townaend, May 2, 1895. 
" Messrs. J. H. Todd it- Son, Victoria : 

" Bis :— Roplying to your letter of recent 
date I have to advise you that under a 
decision of the board of general appraisers 
at New York, made on January 17, 181)5, 
salmon are admitted as fresh water fiah, 
under Paragraph 481, Tariff aot of Auguat 
28, 1894, free of duty. Respectfully yours, 
" J. C. Saondkrs, 

" Collector." 

The immediate looal effeot of the above ia 
that while the American canners at Point 
Roberta.Blaino and elsewhere nn that aide of 
the line can get aalmon from British Colum- 
bia — Inoluding the Eraser river — free of 
duty, the British Columbio cannors under 
the Canadian tariff must pay half a cent a 
pound duty, equal to four or five cents on 
each sookoye aalmon, for any fish they get 
from Point Roberta or any othor U. S. 
watera. Such being the caso, wo hope the 
Canadian government will at once, eithor 
by order-in-council or otherwise, 1 allow tho 
importation of salmon and other fresh water 
fiBh duty free into Canada.

THE FRASER RIVER FISHERY. 

We are glad to seo that ib ie proposod to 
make what our Ottawa correspondent desig- 
nates "important concessions'' to the 
canners of the Fraser River. We were 
pretty sure when Sir Charles Hlbbert 
Tuppor was hero lasb autumn that there 
would be soon an important change in the 
administration of the salmon fishery. Sir 
Hlbbert waB then Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries. Hia desire while in thiB Pro- 
vince evidently was to get all the informa- 
tion he oould relative to the fisheries and 
to the grievances of whioh tho oannors com- 
plained. It was very clear that he made 
his Inquiries with an open mind and in 
a conciliatory spirit. He acknowledged 
that mistakes had been made in tho 
regulation of tho fishery and he promised 
to oorreob what ho was convinoed were 
mistakes. It is greatly to be regretted 
th»t tho news of Sir John Thompson's death 
compelled him to hasten to Obtawa before he 
had completed his inquiries. It was while 
ho was personally prosecuting those inquiries 
on the Fraaer that tho telegram containing 
tho sad newB roachod him. 

Although ho is no longer head of the De- 
partment, of Marino and Fishories, he has 
no doubt acquainted his successor with the 
conoluBlons at whioh he had arrived while in 
British Columbia. 

We do not think that the Hon. Mr. Cob- 
tigan has any prejudioea to overcome in the 
matter of the Paoifio Coast salmon fishery. 
He has the reputation of balng a reasonable 
man, ready to hear patiently and without 
prejudice the pros and oons of any 
subjoot that is submitted to him 
for deoision, and he has no doubt given his 
boat consideration to all that has been said 
to him about that fishery by his predecessor 
and by the representatives of the province. 
He is, no doubt, acquainted with the im- 
portance of the salmon fishery to this pro- 
vince, and he must see that it Is only fair 
to interfere with tho buBlnosB of the oan- 
ners as llttlo bb possible consistent with tho 
preservation of the fish. 

Tho men who have risked their means 
In the buainoss of fishing and preserving 
tho salmon are in a different position, 
as regards tho Government, to almost 
evory othor class of business men. The 
man who invests his money in a lumbering, 
a mining or a mercantile onterpriso has very 
little to do with tho Government. He la 
left pretty muoh to hia own disoretion. Ho 
is nob hampored by ruloa or regulations. In 
tho management of his buslnosa, if ho 
roapoota tho rights of other men, ho is 
hardly conscious of tho oiistonoe of 
a Government. But ib is vory difforent with 
the canner. Tho Govornmenb Ib very pro- 
perly the protector of the fish, and in order 
to proaorvo thorn effootually it is obliged to 
interfere with tho Conner's operations. 
Ib proaoribes tho times and the seasons In 
whioh he may fish and in whloh^ho must re- 
frain from fishing ; ib rogulatos the sizo of 
the mesh of tho nota ho uaoa, tholr length, 
and how far apart they must be 
whon fishing ; it limits the number of 
boats ho oan lloonso and tolls him what ho 
muBb do with tho offal of his oannery. It 
forbids tho uae of traps and othor apparatus 
for catching fish whioh have boon found to 
bo most injurious to tho fishery in othor 
rivers. Ib oan easily be soon that ib re- 
quires good judgment and an extensive as 
well ua a minuto knowledgo of tho condi- 
tiona undor which the fishery is carriod on 
and of the habits of tho fish to mako regula- 
tions that will not be oppressive] and vox»- 
tious. 

Tho objoot whioh tho Govornmenb has 
in view io not to hamper tho canners or 
to intorforo unBocoasarily with thoir 
business, but to proaorvo tho salmon. It is 
nob difficult to boo that any regulation or in- 
torforonce that is not oaloulatod to effoot 
that objeob is unnocoaaary and voxatiouo. 
Tho prlnoiplo, therefore, that should under- 
lie the administration of the eal- 



mon fishery Is to interfere with 
the fishermen and canners only when 
ib Ib olear that the preservation of the 
fish requires such interference. If this prin- 
ciple had been kept steadily in view and 
aoted upon there would, we think, have 
boon very few misunderstandings between 
the canners and the Government. 

Well-moaning persons, who knew little or 
nothing about the habits of the salmon or 
the effaob of the regulations in voguo, have 
been nervously approheniivo that tho sal- 
mon would bo soon exterminated, They 
were continually exolaiming againBt the 
practices of the canners and complaining 
that if they were oontinuod tho river would 
soon be fished out. Many of these predic- 
tions aro fortunately on record. They have 
noarly all proved false, The regulations 
with regard to close season and the time of 
fishing in eaoh weok have been cheerfully 
oomplied with by the oannerB. They are 
necessary. The regulations as to size of 
meBh have boon generally obeyed, bub tho 
law with respect to offal haa been to a very 
groat extent a dead letter. Although mon 
not conneoted with the fisheries have declar- 
ed that permitting the offal to bo thrown in- 
to the river is detrimental to fish life and 
must in time make the river barren, thero 
has been no perceptible diminution in the 
number of fiah frequenting tho river. Tho 
runs are now very much as they havo always 
been. Tho run of 1893 waa, we think, as 
large as any that ever entered tho river since 
it has been fishod by white men, 

Tho conclusion to which tho groat major- 
ity of thoao who havo studied the sub- 
ject in this proviaoo havo arrived, is that 
the regulations which havo been ob- 
served are on the whole effeotive, 
and that those which havo [not boon ob- 
served are unnecessary. Tho most import- 
ant of the lot tor is the one respecting the 
disposal of offal. That tho dinregard of it 
has nob been followed by the effects appre- 
hended needs no proof. The fiah have not 
boon exterminated or even leaeonod. It 
Ib said that tho practice of . allowing the 
offal to float down the river is injurious 
to the health of the inhabitants living 
on or near tho banks. Ib is a little 
surprising to obsorvo on what slight 
evidence this opinion iB baaed. The Hon. 
Mr. Higgins, ono of tho Commissioners, waa 
of the opinion that it was not sustained by 
tho evidence, and we feel satisfied that any 
reasonable man who reads that evidonco will 
oome to the samo conclusion. 



They could give the Government whom they 
had enoourugod to resist a just and reason- 
able demand, no asslstanoe whatever. Even 
the Government whioh, according to the 
jingoeB, was to do such great thingB, looked 
on approvingly. The President knew that 
it was time that the Kioaraguan and the 
other little republics were taught good man- 
ners and roBpoat for the rights of foreigners 
roBident within their borders. 



GOOD BUT NOT WELCOME. 

Adjutant Archibald and thoae in the Army 
and outside of lb who exerted themaolrea to 
establish a Food and Shelter Home in this 
city, deserve every credit for their benevo. 
lent and disinterested exertions, bub we most 
sincerely hope that the Institution Ib not 
destined to live long. We heartily wish 
that ib may soon dio of inanition, that there 
may after a little while be no nse 
for it in Viotoria. Except for 
the siok, the orphan and the aged, 
there should bo no use in a now country like 
this for charitable or quaai-aharitable insti 
tutions. There la plenty of work to be done 
In developing the reaouroos of the provlncea 
for many a long year to oomo. Every able- 
bodied man and evory hoalthy woman able 
to work should have no difficulty in getting 
work in British Columbia. Wo do not 
mean that thoy should orowd into the 
towns, whioh are overcrowded already ; 
but they should settle in the 
country places, where there is room for hun 
dredB of thousands, and where, if they 
work hard and steadily, thoy may got for 
themselves and their familioa all the necos 
saricB and many of the oomforts and the 
luxuries of life. Tho simple, natural life 
and tho healthy occupations of the country 
are bettor for tho bodies and the souls of 
men, women and children than the artificial 
life of towns and olties. " Independence 
should be every British Columbian's motto.

BADLY SOLD. 

Tho Government of Nicaragua now see 
whab dopondonco there ia to bo placed on 
tho jingo journalists and politicians of the 
United StateB. Tho Nicaraguans woro, no 
doubt, encouraged in resisting tho reason 
able demand of Groat Britain by tho 
threatening attitude assumed by tho Yankee 
bouncers. Thoy dofiod Groat Britain to 
land a Boldior or to ocoupy a foot of land on 
any part of the continent of Amerioa. The 
Monroe Dootrino waa Invokod as If lb were 
something sacred to Americans, and terri 
tying to Europeans. Tho Nlcaraguana might 
woll bo oxauaod if they came to the conolu 
alon that thero was something Bolld and sub- 
stantial behind all that swagger and bluster. 
But thoy Boon found that it waa sound 
and fury, signifying nothing. Tho British 
Government aotod as If the American jin 
goes did not oxiat. It quietly bub firmly 
inBistod on its claims, and whon British war 
ships steamod'into tho harbor of Corlnto and 
when British marlnos and bluojaokots occu- 
pied that seaport tho jingoes collapsed. 



AN EMPTY THREAT. 

Wo see in the Mail and Empire that " Mr. 
Perry, ono of tho Liberal leaders from Priuce 
Edward Island, makes tho onnouncomont 
that unless Parliament consents to bore a 
tunnol between the Island and the mainland 
of New Brunswiok tho province will secede 
from the union." 

Mr. Perry suroly dooB not mean what he 
aaya. There are seuslblo people on the 
Island who, wo venture to Bay, look 
upon Mr. Perry's tall talk as nothing 
more than electioneering bounoe. They 
do not expect tho Dominion to 
do impossibilities for their Island. 
There are about 1,300,000 aores of land on 
the Island. If it takoB say throo millions of 
dollars to bore a tunnol under tho sea nine 
milos long this would amount to consider- 
ably more than two dollars an aoro for evory 
aero of land in the provinoo. Is not this a 
little too much to pay for constant and un- 
broken communication botwoon tho Island 
and tho Continent for four or five monthB, 
and those in the season in whioh business is 
slackest. Communication is kept up as 
long as tho Strait is navigable by 
subsidized steamboats, and a wintor 

toamor which does its work vory well. We 
havo a notion that if the Island is fairly woll 
treated by tho Dominion In othor rospoctB— 
and it is well treated— Ub Inhabitants would 
laugh at Mr. Perry or anyono else who talk- 
ed to them about secession. The tunnol was 
a fad of Senator Howlan, who is now Lieub.- 

Governor of the Island Provinoe. Wo have 
not heard his name mentioned in oonnoction 
with tho enterprise for aomo time.

TURKISH BARBARITY. 

It ia not tho aoldlora of Turkoy alone who 
are merciless or the Kurds who are bar 
barous. The offioerB of justice are also 
fiendishly cruol. Practices to extort ovi- 
denoe that have been abandoned by all 
civilized nationB appears to havo survived in 
the dominions of the Sultan. Tho following 
description of the troatmont of dofonceloBB 
and untried men ia taken from tho report of 
the Armenian correspondent of the London 
Times : 

I shall not describe prison life now, but I 
may say in passing that Hogging, plnoors, 
the branding iron, making prisoners stand 
for several hours barefoot on tho snow, aro 
not unoommon tortures, and there are 
aatuolly those who have hod tacks driven 
into their hoods. I have heard, on good 
authority, what Moorad Effendl had to 
endure at one time. They wanted to 
geb him to toBtify that tho Bltlis notables 
hod backed him up, etc., — that some 
foreign country, probably Eogland, had sent 
him to Saeun to stir matters up ; they want- 
ed him to rovoal tho chemical used to dovol- 
ope sympathetic writing, and also where ho 
gob the bombs that were found in his posses- 
sion. To elicit the doalred testimony and 
information ho waa first token up to the po- 
lice office, where, for olght or ton hours, he 
was plached, and hairs, especially thoao of 
his moustache, were pulled out. Ho was 
thon taken down to tho dungeon and made 
to stand up for 36 hours. Whenever, through 
exhaustion or drowsinesa, he atoggorod or 
fell, tho sontinel that was placed ovor him 
would bring him to his senses by cruelly hit- 
ting him with his gunstock. During all 
this time he was given no food or water. 
That was only one time and one form, but 
tortures were more or less continuous for 
him and tho others. Bub the efforts to get 
tho testimony wanted were uniformly unsuc- 
cessful. Then the government tried to di- 
vide the notables against one another by 
promising freedom to those who would In- 
form about tho others. This also filled.

At tho City Council meoting last night a 
lotter was road from tho goneral secrotary 
of the celebration oommittoo applying for 
bho 31,000 placed in the estimates for tho 
Queen's Birthday oolobration. 

Ald. Humphrey was sorry there had nob 
boen an understanding that the Bports woro 
all to bo held in tho city InBtoad of having 
a good part of the money sp6nt for a yacht 
race to Race Rooka. 

Ald. Maomillan did nob think that S1.000 
should be given for a regatta or yacht race. 
They woro both outside tho oity limits, and 
what othor sports wero hold In the city 
would be mostly in enclosures, to whioh he 
knew monoy would bo granted. There was 
little enough money now for the band music 
that Aid. Hall wanted in the park. He 
would favor giving §-100 of the $1,C00 for 
musio in the park and tho rosb might go to 
the oelobration. 

Ald Biur.r} remarked that every member 
of tho oouncil was a member of tho general 
celebration committee. That was tho place 
to protest. 

Ald. Maomillan on the contrary believed 
that the council was tho place. He objected 
to hand tho whole of tho sum over. 

Ald. Partridge stood up for making the 
grant aa uaual. It had been made every 
year for honoring Her MajeBty'a birthday 
and ho would hold up his hand for it. 

The matter was referred to the financo 
oommibtee to report. • 

Jamos McGregor, the retiring librarian, 
sent in hia report for the laBb four monthB. 
There had boen 7,549 books given out ; of 
these 3,322 wero to ladies and 4 227 to men, 
an average of 156 per day. Tho total given 
out since the library had boon sbarted was 
150,000. This reporb was filed. 

The choice of a combined chief engineor 
and electrician for tho new oleotrio light 
works was laid ovor for a spooUI mooting. 

Tho finanoe committee wero granted §8,- 
275 out of goneral revenue. 

An offer from the tramway company to 
movo tho oleotrio light polea back to tho 
new line of Cadboro Bay road for $500 was 
referred to tho Btroeb committee to reporb. 

G. E. Jorgenson suggested that $25 be set 
aside for instruments to ascertain the rain- 
fall at Elk lake for the purpoao of getting 
accurate data as to the water supply. He 
offered to make tho observations. Tho 
amount waa granted. 

The water committee recommended the 
extonsion of 4 inoh pipe from Fornwood to 
Chambers street along North Pembroke and 
along Chambers to Whitbaker ; Spring road 
from South road to North road ; Ridge road 
from Fernwood along North road to Spring 
Ridge ; from PieaBant Btreot to David street 
and Henry street ; from Bridge Btreeb along 
David to Pleasant ; Ellis stroet to David on 
Bridge ; from Rithob streob along South 
Turner to Dallas road ; from Dallas road 
to Carr streob ; on Battory Btreot from Parr 
to Carr atreota. ThiB was adopted. 

On bho usual bills being read Aid. 
Humphroy objeoted to an item for two 
gallons of spirits for tho Old Men's Homo 
for medical purposes. The medical health 
oliicer, be he'd, shouid be told that no moro 
liquor waa to bo aenb to bhe homo. 

Ald Maomillan agreed with this, as too 
muoh liquor was taken to tho home. Tho 
namo of oaoh patient should bo given whore 
a stimulant was needed. 

Ald. Wilson did not know that liquor 
was boing sont out. When tho present com- 
mittoe took hold he understood there woro 
two gallons on hand then. If ib had boen 
all used up ib was pretty quiok work. Tho 
patients must bo gotting it throo times a 
day. 

Tho park committeo askod for $200 for 
tho purpose of putting the roads in good 
condition for tho Queen's Birthday. This 
was grantod. 

Ald. MoLellAN said aa far as he waB 
concerned ho had decided to withdraw his 
motion for stroet paving, Tho determina- 
tion of tho council to havo a concrete found- 
ation would mako tho sum up to $15,000, 
which ho was euro in tho present hard timcB 
tho ratepayers would not paea. 

Tho stroet committoo rocommondod that 
75 conts por lineal foot bo paid towards tho 
cost of laying a cement sidowalk 10 foot 
wide whore tho work is dono by tho proper- 
ty ownor in front of whoso property tho 
sidowalk is laid ; also that tonders bo call- 
ed for raising tho sidowalk on tho south side 
of Yates street from Government to Langloy. 
This was recommended last year and adopt- 
ed, bub owing to the unfavorable season 
was not carried out. 

Ald. Maomillan said tho responsibility 
of tho blunder in the Yatoa stroob grade 
Bhould bo pub on the right shoulders. 

Ald. MoLkllan explained that ib was 
not tho engineer's fault, Tho ownor of tho 
Langloy street building had refused to raiso 
hia floor, and that waB the roason tho com- 
mittee had to do tho bent they could. 

Ald. Maomillan ropliod that tho en- 
gineer should havo had moro backbone In- 
Btoad of trying to ploaso ovorybody. 

Ald. PA/miiDOE, aooonded by Aid. Wil- 
liams, moved his resolution to ask tho city's 
ropresontativos at Ottawa to soouro if pos- 
sible tho granting of tho subsidy to tho E, 
& N. Railway. 

Ald Partridge in supporting hia motion 
apoko of tho benefit of railway communica- 
tion to tho island, and thought ovory effort 
should be made to advanoo tho extension of 
the line. 

Ald, Williams, in supporting Aid. Par- 
tridgo, wishod ib proBBod upon the E. & N. 
railway tbab they should omploy whlto 
labor exolualvoly in tho work ob moro con- 
ducive to tho colonization of tho land along 
the lino. Ho hoped tho subsidy would bo 
grantod at onao so that construction might 
go forward this season, Ho trusted that in

Ald. Maomillan did not believe In favor- 
ing a railway nohemo without knowing how 
It waa going to help tho city. He moved in 
amendment that whereas the present ox- 
ooasivo passenger and freight rates and ex- 
pensive freight regulations on the E. & N. 
railway and the high price of coal sold here 
by tho Dunsmuir company, oomparod with 
thoir prices in othor and rival cities on this 
coast, injuriously affeots the trade of Vic- 
toria, that the following be inserted in the 
resolution : 

"That the E. &N. Co. be asked to make 
such reduction in paeeenger and freight 
rates and changes in freight regulations and 
such reductions in tho price of coal propor- 
tionate to their prlcea In Seattle, San Fran- 
ciaco and othor Coast cities as will place 
Victoria in tho Important matters of living, 
transportation and clvio government (in so 
far aa they are affeotod by tho regulations of 
tho above mentioned company) on an equal 
footing with competitive cities, and that 
when these reasonable requests havo been 
oomplled with that Aid. Partridge's resolu- 
tion bo carried out." 

Ald. MoLkllan knew that somo men 
woro always calling pooplo who pub thoir 
monoy into greab onterprisea monopoliata. 
The "monopoly" of tho Dunsmuirs had been 
losing the company $30,000 a year ever 
since they began to run the road. Ho had 
tho greatest admiration for mon of entor- 
priao and not for mon who Btood on tho 
Btreeb oornors with ohln music for Btock. 
(Laughter). 

Ald, Bragg looked ab the matter from 
tho standpoint of a citizen and a resident of 
tho province. He considered thab aa auch 
they should support anything thab would 
develop the province. 

Ald, Wilson in supporting Aid. Part- 
ridge's motion wished there were a few moro 
combinations such aa the Dunamuirs in this 
oity. It would bo all tho better for Vic- 
toria. The railway wonld help settle up 
the fertile lands of Comox. 

The motion was carried, Aid. Maomillan 
alone dissenting. 

Ald, Partridoe wished to havo tho 
oity's representatives Informed by telegraph 
of tho resolution, but Aid, Maomillan to a 
point of order held that a notice of motion 
must he given. This tho Mayor upheld. 

Aid. Hall's motion for band musio In the 
park on Sundoy waa opposed by Aid. 
Cameron who, though personally not averse 
to it, was obliged in the present condition of 
things to oppoBO spending monoy on music. 

Ald. MoLellan took the Bame view. 
Ho would rather see tho monoy spent on 
giving work to mon who needed bread for 
thoir families. 

Ald. Bragg bollovod thoro was another 
side to the quostion. Tho music helpod to 
mako tho city attractive, and that brought 
visitors who spent monoy here. 

Tho motion was lost, Aid. Bragg, 
Portridgo and Hall alono voting for ib. 

Ald. Cameron's motion that nono but 
thoso who aro on tho votors' llsb should bo 
employed on the waterworks extension noxt 
camo up. His real object was, ho said, to 
prosorvo tho work for tho citizens of Vic- 
toria, Ho did not wish to rostriot It only 
to thoso on tho voters' Hat and would be 
willing to havo hia motion amended. 

Ald. MoLellan Buggeatod that this 
could bo acoompllshod best by saying that 
all allonB and Japanese Bhould bo excluded. 

Ald. Maomillan was against Aid, Mo- 
Lallan's suggestion. He did not care 
whothor he was politically doomed or not, 
he considered tho Jap and the Chinaman as 
a brothor and a child of tho same God and 
would never support a resolution that took 
away from thorn an equal chanco of making 
a living with anyono olse.

The island where 
tho cheat waa found ia aboub four hundred 
milea weab of Vancouver laland and iniido 
of the Prince of Wales group, on the Alas 
kan ooait.

Tho 
dormitory is particularly ohoerful, each ono 
of tho forty bodB, with a good spring mat 
tress, blankets, shoots and pillows, looking 
aa comfortable as could bo. Everything in 
of tho oloanost, and on the principle that 

cleanliness is noxt to godliness," each 
guest will bo required to mako good uso of 
tho baths before " turning in " to aleop in 
ono of those inviting boaa. 

Tho dining room at tho depot waa utilizad 
aa a reception room yeatorday afternoon, the 
largo number of ladiea and gentlemen prcB 
ont at the oponing showing tho earnt-ac in 
tereBt that is taken in the OBtablishmont of 
tho depot. 

Mayor Toaguo, Mrs. Toaguo. Rov. Dr. 
Campbell, Rev. G. C. King, several of tho 
aldormon and other prominent peoplo woro 
among thoBO in attendance 

Tho Mayor in a short addrtBa declared 
that the wholo city must bo ploauod at thu 
success of tho Army's attempt at establish- 
ing the dopot. All wore awaro that the 
object was to roliovo distress and to find 
shelter for the homeless, and in an economi- 
cal way Buoh us tho Army alone socmed able 
to "do. It was really astonishing tho 
amount of work thoy had performed with 
tho small sum at thoir disposal. Hero for 
tho equivalent of 20 conts one could havo 
bed, Buppor, a bath and breakfast, and if he 
had no money or was nob able to work he 
could havo this free. The olty had givon 
$1,000 towards tho sholtor, and he was sure 
that tho money had boon well Bpent. 

Bev. Dr. Campboll extonded hia con- 
gratulations to tho Army on tho noble work 
achieved. Ho apoko of the readinoea with

granted to the depot. The army followed 
the examplo of Christ himself in looking 
after bodily necessities first, and then the 
spiritual welfare. Christ fir B t fad the 5,000 
and then said to them, " I am the staff of 
life," Tho sholtor reaohed a class of people 
that the ohurchea could not, for they were 
peoplo who oould nob be gob into the 
churches. 

Adjutant Arohibald, for the army, assured 
tho Mayor that no Btone would be left un- 
turned to make the depot a success. There 
was no man bo low down thab ho oould not 
be helped. Peoplo who wero out of work 
would be received and efforts made to find 
them employment. Already some 20 or 30 
men had been found employment by the 
army here since the food depot was started a 
short timo ago. The dopob would do away 
with tho old form of givin« oharity, which 
though kindly meant, tended to pauperize 
Ho thankod Mrs. Toaguo and tho other 
ladieB who had interested thomsolves In the 
movement, and truatod thao the work would 
go on to tho goneral satisfaction, and that 
tho regular reports that would bo made pub- 
lic would show good results. In closing, 
tho Adjutant desired to thank tho press for 
tho aid givon in helping tho movement 
along. 

Mayor Toaguo then formally doolarod the 
depot opon to the glory of God and tho Bor- 
vice of the poor and needy of tho oity. 

The Army, since thoy took up tho relief 
work throe or four monthB ago, have fur- 
nished ovor 3,000 moalB. Now that the 
depot is OBtahllohod thia work can bo oarried 
on in a more ayotomatia way. There will 
bo no indiscriminate giving. When a riion 
applies at tho dopot "ho muat work before 
ho eatB," aa Commandant Booth put ib when 
he was laying the sohome beforo tho city 
council. UnloBB too helpless, each applicant 
must do a aortaln amount of work fcr tho 
sholtor and food ho gets. Tho making of 
wooden skowors will likely bo addod as a 
means of giving employment.

Dethctive Perdue had two liquor license 
oases in the police court yesterday, one 
saloon proprietor being charged with an in- 
fraction of tho Minor Protection act, and 
the other with selling on Sunday. In the 
latter oaso a plea of not guilty was reoorded 
and an adjournment granted until to-mor- 
row ; in the other tho plea was guilty, with 
a fine of $25. The point at Issue was as to 
tho right of a saloon keeper to sell upon tho 
production of an order from thoparont. The 
law had boen unintentionally violated, the 
hotel man soiling the liquor to a boy on the 
understanding that ib was for his father, and 
filing the order producod. The magistrate 
in convicting explained that tbe presentation 
of a parent's order cannot nullify the law, 
and that undor no circumBtanooB can liquor 
or tobacco be lawfully add to peraous under 
the ago of 21. 



As to tho future, Mr. A. W. Vowell, 
superintendent of Indian affairs in thia pro- 
vince. Bays in his annual roporb : 

" Ib is noticeable thab within the last few 
years thoro has been a falling off in the gross 
earnings of tho natives in British Columbia, 
whioh may bo accounted for by the gradual 
Influx of settlors of every nationality into 
tho province, whioh increases eaoh year. 
The Indians do not now, nor can they ex- 
peob to in the futuro, mako as much money 
ob formerly in any lino of industry or enter- 
prise whore tho natives used to bo tho only 
people available for such employment and 
pursuits ; wbito men and Japanese, and 
othorB, are at tho present time to bo aeon in 
all directions and in groat numbora compet- 
ing with them In tho labor markot, and in 
tho occupations of fishing, trapping and 
hunting, oto. This natural outcome of tho 
settlement of the country is constantly being 
brought to tho notico of tho IndianB by my- 
self and by the Indian agents ; tho natives 
being urgod to concontrato thoir energies 
moro in tho cultivation of thoir roBerves, the 
racing of Btock, and in such pursuits within 
themselves aa will provo of permanent use 
to thorn aa a moanB of aolf supporb in the 
future."
